The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest 
scheduling or timing a telematic data for transmission from a telematic device to a 
remote location so that it is not interrupted by a personal communication made through 
the telematic device, as recited, particularly in claims 1, 5 and 7 or determining whether 
the telematics data transfer/transmission should take place while the vehicle is running 
or while the vehicle is not running and scheduling/timing the telematics data 
transfer/transmission according to the determination made, as recited in claim 15.
